A study by Parsons Engineering Science was authorized in 2000 - 2002 to examine the status of the
wastewater collection system discharging into the Shoal Creek Lift Station, located on the old Seaholm
power plant site. The study determined that the existing collection system leading to the lift station as well
as the lift station itself and the downstream North Austin Outfall interceptor were rapidly approaching
capacity. The recommended solution was to construct a tunnel between the Shoal Creek Lift Station site
and the Govalle Wastewater Tunnel, thereby removing the lift station from the system, and relieving the
problems with the interceptor.

Since that initial study, additional information has been obtained, and additional collection system
challenges have been identified. The Utility has forecasted that the major wastewater collector on the
south shore (South Austin Outfall) will reach capacity in 2010. Parsons Water & Infrastructure Inc.
(PWT), a successor to the original contract, was authorized in 2005 to develop an amendment to the 2002
report to identify potential tunnel alignments to relieve the downtown wastewater collection lines and the
lift stations on the north and south shores. Their report confirmed that a tunnel solution is feasible and
identified a tunnel route, extending 17,200 linear feet from Toomey Road to the Govalle Tunnel at the
Kreig ball fields, with a 1,300 linear foot tunnel segment to relieve the Shoal Creek Lift Station. The
proposed project will be called the Downtown Wastewater Tunnel. The Utility now wishes to undertake
final design with a goal to complete the proposed tunnel by the year 2010.

The proposed Downtown Wastewater Tunnel will improve wastewater collection and operations for all of
the downtown area as well as the neighborhoods immediately south of Town Lake by diverting current
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flows to the proposed tunnel, eliminating two lift stations, and making capacity available in the existing
wastewater collection lines for future downtown development.

This request is for additional contract authorization to fund the estimated cost of final design services.
The final design phase will provide for necessary investigations and design for the tunnel segments, four
construction shafis, and the associated appurtenances. The services will include an extensive geotechnical
investigation program and survey scope. In about one year, an additional request for authorization will be
submitted for the construction phase services, which will include inspection services.
